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■  1  'efempus  and  attend  classes.  In  the  years  since 

consolidation,  increasing  numbers  of  students  enrolled  on 
the  east  campus  have  been  using  the  University’s  shuttle 
bus  to  go  home  to  the  student  residence  halls  on  the  west 
side.  What  will  be  new  in  the  fall  of  1988  is  the  opening  of 
the  attractive  new  residence  facilities  on  the  east  campus, 
at  the  comer  of  Harrison  and  Halsted  streets,  just  north  of 
Chicago  Circle  Center.  As  college  residence  halls  go  they 
can  be  classified  as  “elegant,”  and  they  are  designed  to 
house  approximately  1 ,000  students.  Some  have  large 
windows  overlooking  internal  courtyards  while  others 
provide  dramatic  views  of  the  Chicago  downtown  skyline, 
but  that  is  only  one  of  many  features  that  make  these 
dorms  the  kind  of  housing  that  many  students  will  want  to 
live  in.  This  addition  to  the  east  campus,  tentatively 
named  “the  Commons,”  should  provide  an  added 
inducement  to  students  who  want  to  live  away  from  home 
while  attending  a  university  but  do  not  want  to  leave  the 
Chicago  area.  Certainly  the  dorms  are  an  asset  that  can  be 
used  to  attract  students  from  other  areas  of  Illinois  and  the 
nation. 


Those  of  you  who  have  been  on  campus  since  the 
administrative  consolidation  of  the  east  and  west 
campuses  are  aware  that  students  enrolled  in  the  health 
sciences  programs  have  for  years  been  able  to  live  on

NEH  Awards 

UIC — First  in  the  Nation? 

In  1988,  six  UIC  faculty  members  received 
fellowships  from  the  National  Endowment  for  the 
Humanities.  Five  of  these  were  awarded  to  faculty  in  the 
College  of  Liberal  Arts  and  Sciences  and  one  to  a  member 
of  the  faculty  in  the  Center  for  Educational  Development. 
In  LAS,  awards  went  to  Burton  J.  Bledstein,  associate 
professor  of  history;  James  E.  Cracraft,  professor  of 
history;  Anil  Gupta,  associate  professor  of  philosophy; 
John  S.  Rohsenow,  assistant  professor  of  linguistics;  and 
Margaret  A.  Strobel,  director,  Women's  Studies  Program. 
The  sixth  award  went  to  Norman  J.  Gevitz,  assistant 
professor  in  the  Center  for  Educational  Development  (and 
an  affiliate  of  the  Department  of  History). 

In  the  past  two  years,  UIC  has  received  a  total  of 
eleven  NEH  awards.  That  is  more  than  any  other  school  in 
the  nation  received  during  that  period.  One  school, 
Oberlin  College,  received  ten  awards.  Eight  awards  went 
to  Columbia,  Harvard,  Indiana  at  Bloomington,  Michigan 
at  Ann  Arbor,  and  Texas  at  Austin.  Schools  receiving  six 
awards  were  Queens  College — CUNY;  New  York 


University,  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill,  Notre  Dame, 
Wellesley,  and  Williams  College.  Those  who  received 
five  awards  were  California  at  Los  Angeles,  the 
University  of  Chicago,  Cornell  in  New  York,  Illinois  at 
Urbana-Champaign,  Northwestern,  and  Wesleyan 
University  in  Connecticut. 

Chancellor  Donald  N.  Langenberg  said  of  these 
awards,  “UIC  is  setting  the  pace  in  national  competition 
for  NEH  fellowships.  We  are  clearly  in  an  enviable 
position  as  a  recognized  leader  in  scholarship  in  the 
humanities.”  Gene  W.  Ruoff,  director  of  UIC’s  Institute 
for  the  Humanities,  said,  “These  fellowships  stand  in  the 
public  mind  as  important  because  of  what  is  probably  the 
most  strenuous  and  equitable  peer  review  process  of  any 
award."  Professor  Robert  V.  Remini  of  the  Department  of 
History,  winner  of  the  American  Book  Award  for  the 
second  volume  of  his  biography  of  Andrew  Jackson, 
comments,  “Em  not  sure  that  we  should  be  surprised  [at] 
this  news.  I  have  said  many,  many  times  the  best-kept 
secret  in  Chicago  may  be  the  very  high  quality  of  UIC’s 
faculty.” 


China  Archives  to  be  Located  at  UIC 


Professor  William  Liu  of  the  Department  of 
Sociology  and  director  of  the  Pacific/Asian  American 
Mental  Health  Research  Center  at  the  University,  along 
with  Associate  Vice  Chancellor  for  Academic  Affairs 
Ronald  Legon,  were  instrumental  in  negotiations  with  the 
People’s  Republic  of  China  in  designating  UIC  as  the 
location  of  the  China  Statistics  Archives.  It  will  be  the 
sole  repository  of  Chinese  socioeconomic  data  in  the 
United  States.  A  program  of  annual,  monthly,  and  special 
publications  in  English  will  be  established,  with  UIC 


holding  the  copyrights.  Professor  Liu  will  be  the  director 
of  the  China  Statistics  Archives. 

These  archives  will  have  wide-ranging  applications 
in  both  the  business  and  academic  realms.  They  will 
include  information  on  the  census,  the  labor  force, 
production,  foreign  trade,  energy,  construction, 
insurance,  finance,  household  behavior,  health  education, 
and  other  areas,  and  will  be  an  important  source  of 
information  for  scholars  from  all  over  the  United  States.

From  the  Dean 

In  the  last  (that  is  to  say,  the  first)  issue  of  the 
Newsletter,  I  crowed  about  the  accomplishments  of  the 
faculty  in  LAS,  especially  with  respect  to  the  prestigious 
honors  and  awards  that  they  have  been  receiving.  I  can 
now  add  the  results  of  recent  national  competitions:  six 
UIC  faculty  (five  of  them  in  LAS)  have  been  awarded 
fellowships  by  the  National  Endowment  for  the 
Humanities,  putting  UIC  at  the  top  of  the  list  nationally 
for  this  year  (along  with  the  University  of  Texas  at  Austin 
and  Indiana  University);  also,  a  member  of  our 
Department  of  Mathematics,  Statistics,  and  Computer 
Science  has  been  selected  as  a  Presidential  Young 
Investigator  by  the  National  Science  Foundation,  a 
distinguished  award  that  was  granted  to  one  of  our 
chemists  last  year. 

I  am  sure  you  realize  that  as  the  reputation  of  our 
faculty — and  therefore  of  our  campus  and  our 
college — grows,  the  value  of  the  degree  that  you  hold 
increases  as  well.  As  evidence  of  the  enhanced 
recognition  and  reputation  of  UIC,  I  referred  you  last  time 
to  a  front-page  article,  “In  Academic  Circles,  UIC  is  a  Big 
League  Player,"  that  appeared  in  the  Chicago  Tribune  last 
summer.  As  evidence  of  the  present  danger  to  that 
hard-won  reputation,  I  must  now  cite  another  front-page 
article  in  the  Tribune  (April  3,  1988),  "State  Colleges 


Feeling  Fiscal  Crunch,”  which  explores  the  effects  of  this 
year's  budget  cuts  upon  the  public  colleges  and 
universities  in  Illinois,  notably  the  University  of  Illinois. 
The  article  concludes  with  President  Ikenberry’s  dire 
prediction:  “My  own  judgment  is  that  if  we  don’t  get  this 
problem  solved  by  June  30,  people  will  throw  in  the 
towel,  and  you’re  going  to  find  vacant  classrooms,  faculty 
offices,  and  university  presidencies  all  over  the  state.” 
The  potential  loss  of  outstanding  faculty,  upon  whom  the 
quality  and  reputation  of  an  institution  primarily  depend, 
is  a  real  threat.  As  I  write,  almost  twenty  of  our  best 
faculty  in  LAS  are  negotiating  with  other  universities. 

All  of  you  have  recently  heard  from  the  Alumni 
Association  about  this  current  crisis  in  higher  education; 
we  hope  that  we  can  count  on  your  support. 

Since  I  took  a  lot  of  space  in  our  first  issue  in  my 
eagerness  to  bring  you  up  to  date.  I’ll  be  brief  in  this  one 
and  leave  more  room  for  news  about  the  programs  and 
people  of  LAS.  I  conclude  by  observing  that  the 
retirement  of  Robert  Corley,  associate  dean  for  student 
affairs,  announced  in  our  last  issue,  happily  turned  out  to 
be  somewhat  premature  since  we  have  lured  Bob  back  to 
LAS  on  a  part-time  basis  to  direct  alumni  affairs  for  the 
college.  Please  keep  him  busy!

Changes  in  the  Faculty 


In  the  past  two-and-one-half  years  four  new 
executive  officers  have  been  hired  from  other  universities 
to  head  LAS  departments.  On  January  1,  1986,  Dr. 
Lansine  Kaba  came  to  UIC  from  the  University  of 
Minnesota  to  assume  the  directorship  of  the  Black  Studies 
Program.  He  also  holds  a  professorship  in  the  Department 
of  History.  Dr.  Kaba  was  bom  in  Kankan,  Guinea,  and 
received  his  education  at  Lycee  Henri  IV  and  the 
Sorbonne  in  Paris  and  his  PhD  in  history  from 
Northwestern  University  (in  1970).  From  1970  until  he 
assumed  his  position  at  UIC,  he  held  academic 
appointments  at  the  University  of  Minnesota.  Dr.  Kaba 
has  published  extensively  in  African  political  and 
religious  history  in  both  French  and  English  publications. 

Professor  Reinaldo  Ayerbe-Chaux  will  become 
head  of  the  Department  of  Spanish,  Italian,  and 
Portuguese  in  September  1988.  Professor  Ayerbe-Chaux 
is  originally  from  Colombia  and  received  his 
baccalaureate  degree  in  Bogota.  He  has  an  MS  from 
Hofstra  University,  and  an  MA  and  PhD  in  Spanish  from 
New  York  University.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the 
faculty  of  Syracuse  University  since  1970.  Currently  he  is 
completing  a  Guggenheim  Fellowship,  using  his  time  to 
concentrate  on  the  work  of  Juan  Manuel,  a  medieval 
Spanish  writer.  (Professor  Ayerbe-Chaux  is,  as  the 
Guggenheim  award  indicates,  a  widely  known  scholar  in 
medieval  Spanish  literature.) 

Dr.  Sidney  B.  Simpson,  Jr.,  became  head  of  the 
Department  of  Biology  on  January  1,  1986.  Born  in 
Arkansas,  he  received  his  BS  from  Arkansas  Technical 
University  and  his  MS  and  PhD  in  zoology  from  Tulane 
University.  Professor  Simpson  has  held  positions  at 
Louisiana  State  University  Medical  School,  the  Marine 
Biological  Laboratory  at  Woods  Hole,  Massachusetts, 
Western  Reserve  University,  and  most  recently  at 
Northwestern  University  (from  1970  to  1986).  His 
research  interests  are  in  the  area  of  cellular  neurobiology 
(in  which  he  has  published  extensively);  his  current 
interest  is  in  spinal  cord  regeneration. 

Dr.  Anthony  M.  Orum,  a  native  of  Wisconsin, 
assumed  the  headship  of  the  Department  of  Sociology  in 


January  1987.  He  received  his  BA  from  Antioch  College 
and  his  MA  and  PhD  from  the  University  of  Chicago.  Dr. 
Orum  has  held  teaching  positions  at  Emory  University, 
the  University  of  Illinois  at  Urbana-Champaign,  the 
University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill,  and 
(immediately  prior  to  coming  to  UIC)  was  professor  of 
sociology  at  the  University  of  Texas  at  Austin.  His  special 
fields  of  interest  are  political  sociology,  theory,  racial  and 
ethnic  groups  and  social  psychology,  as  well  as  survey 
research.  He  has  published  extensively  in  a  number  of  the 
above  fields. 

We  deeply  regret  having  to  report  the  deaths  of  three 
faculty  members  from  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  and 
Sciences  since  August  1987. 

Professor  Irving  G.  Thalberg,  Jr.,  of  the 
Department  of  Philosophy,  died  on  August  21  at  the  age 
of  56  at  his  home  in  Syracuse,  New  York,  following  a 
long  illness.  A  native  of  Los  Angeles,  he  received  his  PhD 
from  Stanford  University  and  held  teaching  positions  at 
Oberlin  College,  Stanford,  the  University  of  Chicago,  Sir 
George  Williams  University  in  Montreal,  and  the 
University  of  Washington.  He  taught  at  UIC  from  1965 
until  his  death.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Deborah 
Pellow,  and  three  daughters.  The  department  has 
established  a  Memorial  Lecture  Fund  in  his  honor.  Friends 
interested  in  contributing  should  contact  the  Department 
of  Philosophy  for  information. 

Associate  Professor  Larry  Abels  of  the  Department 
of  Physics  died  suddenly  of  a  heart  attack  on  November  4, 
1987.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife  Nancy  and  four  children. 
Professor  Abels  filled  a  crucial  role  as  a  teacher  and  as  a 
department  administrator  who  helped  bring  the 
Department  of  Physics  to  its  present  stature  as  a  leading 
research  and  teaching  department.  The  department  is 
establishing  a  scholarship  award  in  his  honor,  and  anyone 
interested  in  contributing  should  contact  Dr.  Helmut  Claus 
for  further  information. 

Associate  Professor  Charles  Warren  of  the 
Department  of  Anthropology  died  of  leukemia  on 
December  22,  1987.  Professor  Warren  joined  the  faculty

Kelvin  S.  Rodolfo,  associate  professor  of  geological 
sciences,  has  been  awarded  a  two-year,  $200,000  grant 
from  the  National  Science  Foundation  to  study  active 
debris  flows  on  Mayon  volcano  in  southern  Luzon  Island 
in  the  Philippines.  Debris  flow  has  roughly  the 
consistency  of  wet  concrete,  often  flows  at  the  rate  of 
forty  miles  per  hour,  and  is  responsible  for  much  death 
and  destruction.  The  object  of  the  proposed  study  is  to 
determine  how  and  when  these  eruptions  occur  to  see  if 
their  routes  of  flow  can  be  predicted  and  to  help  avoid 
future  calamities.  Professor  Rodolfo  has  been  studying 
this  volcano  since  1984. 

Professor  Steven  Warner  of  the  Department  of 
Sociology  has  received  a  fellowship  to  the  prestigious 
Institute  for  Advanced  Study  in  Princeton  for  next  year. 
Though  Professor  Warner  has  been  the  department’s 
associate  head  for  the  current  year  and  will  be  missed  in 
that  role,  we  wish  him  well  in  his  year  of  study  at 
Princeton. 

Professor  Gerald  Danzer  of  the  Department  of 
History  has  won  the  James  Harvey  Robinson  Prize  of  the 
American  Historical  Association  for  his  Chicago 
Neighborhood  History  Project.  This  same  project,  and 
with  it  Professor  Danzer’s  book,  People,  Space,  and 
Time ,  won  an  award  of  superior  achievement  from  the 
Illinois  State  Historical  Society.  In  addition,  his  book 
Public  Places:  Exploring  Their  History’  was  just  published 
by  the  American  Association  for  State  and  Local  History. 

Professor  James  E.  Cracraft  has  received  a 
substantial  grant  from  the  MacArthur  Foundation  to  study 
the  USSR  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  peace  and  arms 
control. 

Steve  Benight,  assistant  professor  of  the  Department 
of  Chemistry,  has  received  a  grant  of  nearly  $500,000 
from  the  National  Institute  of  Health  to  pursue  a  five-year 
study  of  physical  interactions  in  DNA.  The  research  will 
examine  the  complex  intramolecular  structure  of  DNA. 


Professor  Benight  joined  the  Department  of  Chemistry  in 
the  fall  of  1986  after  receiving  his  doctorate  in  physics 
from  the  Georgia  Institute  of  Technology  in  1983  and 
completing  postdoctoral  research  at  the  University  of 
Washington. 

Also  in  the  Department  of  Chemistry,  Assistant 
Professor  Victoria  Buch,  who  came  to  the  University 
this  year  from  Israel  after  several  years  of  postdoctoral 
study  at  Harvard,  has  been  notified  that  she  has  received 
three  research  grants  in  her  first  year.  One  was  from  the 
Petroleum  Research  Fund  of  the  American  Chemical 
Society,  a  two-year  starter  grant;  the  others  are  two 
National  Science  Foundation  awards — one  to  support  her 
research  on  “Molecular  Processes  on  Surfaces  of 
Interstellar  Grains,”  from  the  Astronomical  Sciences 
Section,  and  the  other  from  the  Theoretical  and 
Computational  Chemistry  Program  of  the  Chemistry 
Section  for  her  project,  “Vibrational  Lineshapes  of  a 
Chemisorbed  Polyatomic.”  Associate  Professor  William 
Mock  has  also  been  funded  for  three  years  by  the  Office 
of  Naval  Research  for  his  study  of  “A  Synthetic  Approach 
to  Intermolecular  Recognition. 

Professor  Boon  K.  Teo  has  been  funded  for  three 
years  by  the  National  Science  Foundation  for  his 
“Structural  Systematics  of  High  Nuclearity  Au-Ag 
Clusters.” 

Professor  Lore  Segal  of  English  has  just  published 
The  Book  of  Adam  to  Moses  (a  “translation”  of  the 
narrative  portions  of  the  five  books  of  Moses,  with 
illustrations  by  Leonard  Baskin)  with  Alfred  Knopf.  The 
first  chapter  of  her  new  novel  was  published  in  the  New 
Yorker  on  August  17.  Her  most  recent  novel,  Her  First 
American,  appeared  in  1986  and  had  a  front-page  review 
in  the  New  York  Times  Book  Review.  Professor  Segal  has 
held  a  Guggenheim  Fellowship  and  two  awards  from  the 
National  Endowment  for  the  Arts. 


Gone,  but  Not  for  Long  (or,  A  Retraction) 


An  article  in  the  first  issue  of  the  Newsletter  entitled 
"Dean  Corley  Retires"  was  true  when  the  Newsletter  went 
to  press  but  it  is  only  partially  true  today.  At  the  invitation 
of  Dean  Levine  he  has  agreed  to  return  on  a  part-time 
basis  to  serve  as  the  college  liaison  with  the  LAS  Alumni 
Constituent  Association.  He  assumed  the  duties  on 
February  1 .  1988.  When  asked  why  he  wanted  to  return  so 
quickly  after  retirement  in  August  of  1987,  he  replied, 
"To  be  asked  was  a  compliment,  so  I  suppose  my  decision 


to  accept  was  a  simple  triumph  of  vanity  over 
intelligence."  Word  has  it.  though,  that  he  really  is 
pleased  to  have  the  opportunity  to  work  with  alumni, 
many  of  whom  he  knew  personally  at  some  time  during 
the  thirty-three  years  he  spent  at  the  University  in  all 
its  incarnations  in  Chicago.  The  College  of  Liberal 
Arts  and  Sciences  and  the  LAS  Alumni  Constituent 
Association  are  glad  to  welcome  him  back. 


Results  of  Survey 

The  first  Newsletter  was  finally  mailed  somewhat 
later  than  we  had  planned.  A  number  of  you  called  our 
attention  to  the  fact  that  we  need  to  do  a  better  job  if  we 
are  to  use  the  Newsletter  to  publicize  alumni  activities. 
Well,  we  plan  to  do  better  and  will  be  particularly 
attentive  to  your  answers  to  the  questionnaire  and  to  the 
comments  you  included.  What  did  you  tell  us?  We 
thought  you  might  like  to  know,  so  the  following 
summarizes  the  results  of  the  survey. 

Though  the  first  Newsletter  was  not  lengthy  and  did 
not  contain  all  the  news  that  it  might  have,  91  percent  of 
you  said  you  enjoyed  reading  it.  Thanks  for  the 
encouragement.  Many  of  you  are  very  busy,  but  in  spite 
of  that,  45  percent  of  you  who  answered  the  questionnaire 
said  you  would  be  willing  to  serve  on  a  committee  for  the 
Constituent  Association.  Several  others  said  they  might  if 
they  knew  more  about  the  Constituent  Association  and  80 
percent  asked  us  to  tell  you  more  about  it.  Some  52 


percent  said  that  there  should  be  alumni  activities  three 
times  a  year  and  about  28  percent  said  they  should  be  held 
bimonthly.  The  other  20  percent  ranged  in  suggestions 
from  “once  a  year”  to  “fourteen  to  sixteen  times  a  year.” 
Wow! 

Sixty  percent  of  you  requested  activities  such  as 
cultural  tours,  exhibits,  plays,  and  educational  seminars. 
The  remaining  40  percent  of  your  requests  were  for  social, 
charitable,  and  sports  activities.  Of  the  requests  for 
services  and  information,  43  percent  asked  for  career 
networking,  19  percent  for  on-campus  LAS  news,  and  35 
percent  for  news  of  LAS  Alumni.  The  other  3  percent  had 
other  suggestions  that  gave  us  ideas  for  the  future. 

We  appreciate  very  much  that  you  took  the  time  to 
fill  out  the  questionnaire  and  mail  it.  We  will  pass  the 
questionnaires  on  to  the  officers  and  board  members  of  the 
Constituent  Association  and  we  will  refer  to  them  as  we 
prepare  future  newsletters  and  activities.
